This was taken up by Japanese merchants and taken to China, He 
urged the stoppage of the importation of opium from India to China 
in unnecessary quantities. Mr. Montagu agreed. 
Sir John Rees suggested that the cultivation of opium in South 


China was so great that the disposal of this small surplus was {- 


negligible. Replying to Commander Konworthy, Mr. Montagu 
stated that his information did not bear out the statement that thore 
was no poppy-growing in China except on a strictly-regulated scale. 


Hongkong Government’s Contract. 


Replying to Mr. J. D. Gilbert, Mr. Montagu stated that the 
agteoment for the supply of Gujerat opium to the Government of 
Hongkong was renewed for five years from the Ist of January, with 
the modification that Hongkong be supplied with ten chests of opium 
monthly at a fixed price. The Government of Hongkong was not 
obliged to take any prescribed minimum quantity of opium. :

1,350 Germans, and Austrians, 
men women and ohildren, who 
have. been prisoners of war in 
‘Siberia, ‘some of them for nix 
years. There were also on board 
some fifty Rumanian officers 
with their wives and a few 
refugees from Viadivostock, 

' These people are going to 
Trieste to-morrow via Singapore 
and Sabang and Sumatra... At 
Sabang they wilk be allowed to 
land, to stretch their legs, so to 
speak. They have not been 
allowed to go gshore at British 
ports. The Gujarat is calling 
especlally at Sabang for the ex- 
press purpose of ‘letting these 
priconers of war go ashore for a 
few days. :

BRONZE PLAQUES FOR

Marine who lost their lives during 
the war.

Whether we like it 
or whether we do not. doesn’t matter very much, There it 
is. And it appears to have come tu.stay, Peking had 
better makes up its mind to swallow that fact. What. is 
more, we think foreign interests should realise the actual 
situation as it is. = . ; 
In short, itis about time that it became generally 
‘ known ‘that the likelihood of reunion ever being effected 
- between North and Sonth is extremely remote. The 
Southerners say that they have cut adrift from Peking for 
good and all. If that is the case, then the sooner the point 
is realised the better for Peat beg concerned. We are not 
surprised that events baye taken this turn. Things cannot 
on for ever as they now ard, That much is certain. 
Phen when will Peking and the Powers accept the inevit- 
able ? If there is to be no reunion, foreign interests will 
have to change their policy, Nothing will be gained b 
‘ “ wait and see” methods. In other words, the Powers will 
- have to ‘come down to brass tacks.” We await the first 
signs of a recognition of the facts as they are. The policy

A Unique Club. 


One hears of singular clubs 
from time to time. News of auch 
an institution now comes from 
Chicago. The club, o residential 
ono, is to have “overy comfort, in- 
cluding bedrooms, with bath 
and rostaurant.” Stil, there 
is nothing very singular 
about that. Momborship froe! 
We should judge that 
this part of the announcement 
renders the club not only curious 
but unique. One has visions of a 
queue reaching into the next 
street. But there is a peculiar 
qualification. Candidates must 
have been niillionaires and must 
have fallen into indigent circums- 


“tances. There is also a stipulation 


that the wealth must have been 
acquired honestly and not have 
beon fost though dissipation. 
Perhaps it is just as well that a 
Labour committee is not to sit in 
judgment as to what constitutes 
honestly-acquired wealth; some 
contend that no one can make 
a million honestly. ‘As to 
the prior qualification that 
beneficiaries must have been 
millionaires it is a notewarthy 
éircumstance that; although we 
do hear of extraordinary changes 
of fortune, it is soldom, if ever, 
that we read of an ex-millionaire 
in straits, often as lads about to 
start life aro cheered by tales of 
crstwhile newsboys or bootblacks 
who havo joined the plutocrats. 
Of course, there are’ pseudo- 
millionaires, like Mr. Hooloy, who 
do not enter into tho question. 
Any way, this new foundation 
should spare the Rockefellers, 
Vanderbilts, and Goulds. from 
any apprehension that some 
violent turn of the markots might 
suddenly leave them without a 


roof over their heads. 


Relativity. 

Those who attended the lecture 
at the Helena May Institute the 
other evening were treated to.a 
discourse at once painstuking 
and entertaining. If they did 
not come away with a--better 
undorstanding of Einstein's 
theory of relativity, the explana- 


tion must be put down to its’ ab-. 


struseness, not to lack of assidi- 
duity on Mr. C. H. Robertson's 
part. One of the loading British 
physicists, Sir J. J. Thomson, 
Professor of Physics at Cam- 
bridgo, has pronounced Einstein's 
theory to be the most important 
discovery since Newtons’,, which 
should suffice to save it from 
being dismissed as fantastic, 
Laplace—if it wasn’t he, it must 
have been somebody else, but 
the writer thinks he has hit the 
target-—said that Newton was 
fortunate because tho discovery 
for which our great scientist 
is famous could only be made 
once. ‘This’ implied a cortain 
finality. Now Einstein comes 
along-to upset our accepted 
notions. Not that Relativity 
overthrows yTavitation, It 
proceeds, rather, from the 
Copernican theory, and 
introduces us to a: * fourth 
dimension," apparently resulting 
from the velocity set up by the 
earth's -revolution. It may be 
comparable in principle—we don't 
profess to be cerlain—to that-of a 
10-knot vessel travelling over a 
2-knot tide, so that the progress 
is twelve knots in one direction 
and cight in the other. All sorts 
of weird effects are promised, such 
as alteration in the length of 
lines and deflection of straight 
ones.

_ RICE TRANSACTION. 
ay : 
Special Jury Sits. 


In the Suprome .Court this 
morning a very interssting com- 
mercial auit camo up for hearing 
before the acting Chief Justice 
Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz, and 
a special jury. a 

The suit was brought by the 
Cheong Tai, Kee against Messrs. 
J. Osawa and Co., a Japanese 
firm of (:aeen's Road Central. 
The plaint stated that by a con- 
tract in writing dated February 
24, 1919, the plaintiffa agreed to 
sell to the defendants 2,000 bags, 
of Shing Kee rice at a price of 
$8.35 per picul delivery to 
bs taken within 14 days. In 
breach of the said contract the 
defendants refused. to take do- 
livery of the said rice and the 
plaintiff, after due notice to the 
defendants, sold the same by 
public auction. As aconsequence, 
the defendants had suffered 
$11,881.32 damages. 

The following special jury were 
empanolled :—Mesars, G.T.M. 
Edkins (foreman), R. H. Kote- 
wall, W.'L. Pattenden, J. W. 
Graham, Andrew Forbes, C. Littlo 
and W. A. Dowley. ~ 

Mr. F.C. — Jonkin, in- 
structed by Mr. Bulmer Johnson, 
appeared for the plantiffs and 
the Hon. Mr. H. E.-Pollock, K.C., 
instructed — by Mr. Blake, 
represented the defendants. 

Mr. Jenkin, in addressing the 
jury, said in this case there was 
a contract for the sale of rice, the 
parties being well-known firms in 
the Colony. Although the claim 
did not appear to be great it had 
been considered that the issues 
should be tried by special jury. 
The case would involve con- 
sidcration of a very important 
and well-established clause which 
oczurs in contracts for the sale 
of rice and, for the matter of that, 
for the sale of goods in genera] 
in the Colony. The clause was 
the “‘taipan clauso" which, 
interpreted, meant a big 
sample of the rice. It 
was in universal uso in the Hong: 
kong market and appoared on all 
contracts for the sale of rice. 
That contract, he understood, was 
being disputed: by the defendants, 
and the clause would come before 
the jury for consideration. More- 
over, the case was not without in- 
terest when the parties were Chin- 
ese and Japanese firms, and it was 
to be expected that there would 
be a conflict between them, The 
plaintiffs stated that they sold 


specific goods, namely two thou- 
sand bags of fine rice which were 
lying in their godown, to the 
defendant firm and the 
defendant firm were bound 
under the. contract to take 
delivery within fourteen days. 
They failed to -take delivery 
within fourteen days and the 
plaintiff sold the rice through 
Lammert Bros. by public auction. 
The defendants’ answer to the 
plaintiffs’ case was that this was 


. }contract 


a sale first of all by description; 
that. was to. say, of something 
which was described, and these 
goods did not como up to descrip- 
tion, and the defendant were entitl- 
ed to refuse to take delivery. 
The second defence was that the 
tice was sold by sample. In 
other words, the defendants 
stated that it was a sale by a two- 
fold contract, that it was a sale 
by sample and a sale by descript- 
ion and the goods were not 
according to descristion, Mr. 
Jenkin contended that it was a 
salo of specific goods. That, in 
short, was the issue between the 
parties. The question ‘was: 
Was it a sale of specific goods 
or was it a sale by 
sample and by _ description, 
the goods tendered not being 
according to the sample? Before 
going into the facts of the case, 
Mr. Jenkin said he would like to 
put in the contract, As it was a 
strictly commercial case he 
would like the jury to be familiar 
with the terms of the contract. 
The contract read as follows: 
“Through the broker Choy Lee, 
hereby ordered from Sing Cheong, 
a reapectable Hong, 2,000 bags 
of Shing: Koo’ refined ri 

at the price. of $835 per 
picul. Agreed that the delivery. 
should be taken, against cash 
payment at 4 per cent. discount 
and delivery shall be given at the’ 
sellers’ godown. The general 
sample having been examined 
the whole of the goods whether 
good or bad to. bo cleared, 
It is expressly agreed that the 
rules of Nam Pak Hong should 
be observed. Full. delivery 
should be taken’'within the 
time. of 14 days.” The 
“taipan ” clause was put into the 
for a specific 
purpose, and it was a well-known 
Slause. Among all the dralera 
in the Colony including the 
present defendant thig phrase 
wog used with a particular 
meaning. It meant that the 
purchasor had gone down to the 


godownsa where the goods were 
stored, hag ‘seen the rice with the 
use of “tbng ting,” which was a 
bamboo, atray. With these 
he takes at his pleasure samples 
of the rice in the bags. While 
taking the small samples he geta 
the big sample or the “taipan” 
sample, and satisfies himself 
whethor ho will tako goods 
or not. Tho “taipan” clause 
meant that the purchaser had 
gone ‘down to the godowns, 
had further examined these goods, 
and acting upon that suggestion 
he in effect says to the vendors, 
“this will satsify the conditions.” 
By the usages of the Hongkong 
contract the purchaser was bound 
to take delivery of these goods. 
So long as it was rafined rico he 
was bound to take delivery. 
Mr. Jenkin.. was going to 
produce Mr, Lai Puk Kwai, who 
had been appointed by the Hong- 
kong Govornment as one of the 
members ofthe general committee 
to. assist Mr. Hutchison. He 
was honorary -secretary ‘of tho 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and a Justice of the Peace. He 
would tell the jury that the 
ordinary course in dealing with 
spot cargo availabloin the Colony 
for inspection the procedure was 
as ‘follows:—The most: con- 
venient form of. showing tho 
rice. when .® man goes into 
ashop and desired to purchase 
some is to show him on a tray 
all the shop samples,. The 
intended “ purchaser takes a 
sample from the samples.and then 
goes down to the godown and 
tukes o “‘taipan ’ sample, If he 
is satisified with the “taipan 
sample’’ he then ¢hops tlhe 
taipan clause. Mr. Lai Puk 
Kwai would tell the jury that it 
was impossible that that clause 
would ve on the contract 
except where that procedure 
had been gone through. 
The shop sample, in  otber 
words, was a visual sample of 
the goods in the godowns. Since 
the dato. that the chop was put 
on the contract the rice market 
had dropped every day. It was 
described as a man falling down- 
stairs, It. fel! to a very low 
figure and this was an important’ 
factor in the determining of the 
case. On about the 13th or 14th 
day when the delivery was due 
the plaintiff went to the buyers 
and saw an interpreter called 
Holland. . The interpreter 
went into the office of 
the principala and came back 
and said that the firm could not 
take delivery of this rice yet and 
wanted an extension for another 
wook. ‘The reason given was 
that the firm could not get freight. 
The plaintiff gave a littl more 
time and the plaintiff went round 
again after some days, and jnsist- 
ed on the Japaneso buyers taking 
delivery. They asked. for an- 
other extension. for a few days. 
On March 23rd the Japanese firm 
requested permission to go down 
to the godown and take another 
sample. Lai Pak Hoi, the broker, 
said that Osawa wanted another 
sample. After some reluctance 
he permitted it. Some one from 
Osawa's went down to the g-down 
and obtained a sample, It was 
peculiar that a man who had al- 


ready inspected that stuff and got| . 


an. extension of delivery then 
wanted another sample. 

The Chief Justice :—What was 
the price on the 23rd? 

Mr: Jenkin:—It had dropped 
more than two dollars a picul. 

Mr. Jenkin, continuing, said 
that the defendants, having got 
the indulgence of the plaintiffs, 
asked the latter the next day to 
go and see them. The plaintiff 
met Ho, the interpreter, at the 
office of the defendants’ and 
he. was taken inside to see the 
principals, They took a sample 
of rice and spread it before them 
and they said to the plaintiff, 
or words to that’ effect, 
“Look at this rice It is 
too much broken. There | is 
a lot of broken rice.” The 
plaintiff retorted, “Of course, it 
is broken rice.” “It is too much 
broken ” said the defendants, The 
plaintiff pointed out to them that 
they had examined the rice and 
it was no use talking to hia that 
they had found too much broken. 
Furtber they had not pointed out 
this when they had accepted the 
goods.» The - defendants then 
produced another sample of 
unbroken rice and it was here 
where the humour of the 
thing came in’ It was the 
sample of a cheaper rice,’ The 
defendants said :—“ Ah, this good 
sample you had given us first, 
and now you are trying to deliver 
us the poorer stuff.”. Mr. Jenkin 
pointed out that when the plain- 
tiffs had sold the rice, the 
sample that thoy had in tho 
shop in the basket they had 
thrown away, ag the stuff had 
been cleared from their hands 
and it was not necessary to keep 
the sample of a quality that bad 
been sold and of which there was 
ho more for disposal. : 

The case is proceeding.
